We have heard a great deal since tile 
vote on state wide prohibition about 
th e desire of the wine people to check 
the saloon evil and adopt restrictive 
m easures regarding the retail sale of 
liquor in the state that would satisfy 
the “reasonable” tem perance 
people. 
There has naturally been a v ery gen­ 
i a l desire to see ju st w hat these re­ 
form ers of the liquor industry from 
w ithin would propose, and they have 
finally shown their hand with a bill 
which has actually been framed and is 
ready for presentation to the legisla­ 
ture. 
It has the backing of the Cali­ 
fornia Grape 
Protective 
association, 
and as a “tem perance” m easure it is 
certainly a pippin. 
The Fresno Re­ 
publican has secured a copy of the act 
and summarizes its provisions as fol­ 
lows: 
The provisions briefly are, first, that 
all the territory in California shall be­ 
come immediately “wet,” and that sa­ 
loons shall be licensed everywhere. All 
control over the licensing of saloons 
Is taken away from the local authori­ 
ties and the people and Is conferred 
upon a state commission. 
This com­ 
mission is required to issue licenses 
up to the number of one for each thou­ 
sand of population to all reputable ap­ 
plicants and these licenses, when once 
issued, shall constitute a perm anent 
and irrevocable right to run a saloon, 
which can be forfeited only after the 
license-holder has been twice convict­ 
ed In court of criminal violation of the 
lawr, and these convictions have been 
finally confirmed by the last court to 
which they may he appealed. 
All sa­ 
loons put out of business by the one- 
thousand-population ratio are to be 
compensated for their loss at the ex­ 
pense of those to whom the perm anent 
licenses under the new law art* issued. 
Saloons are to be open on week days 
from 6 o’clock In the morning until 2 
o ’clock the next morning, and no city 
is to have authority to .shorten these 
hours; also, they shall be open on Sun­ 
days between I o’clock and 6 o'clock 
p. rn., and no city m ay require Sunday 
closing. A bar license shall cost $1000 j pOJ. 
a year, but if the license is for the sell­ 
ing of wine aud beer alone, it shall cost 
only one-half of this amount.

rates are: 
Wholesale license. $500; 
hotel license. $250; restaurant license. 
$250; (dub license. $2'>0; steam boat li­ 
cense, $100; railroad train license, $10; 
grocer’s license, $50, and bartender's li­ 
cense, $3.

Hunters Say Shooting 


Was Fair 


HARMONY BETWEEN THE

More Birds During Forepart of 


Season Than Later, ** *

At a meeting of Orange county men 
interested in hunting and fishing, a 
resolution was passed 
asking State 
Senator Anderson and Assemblyman 
Burke to use their best efforts to pre­ 
vent th e )>as»age of any law that will 
give over a m onth's shooting of quail 
In this county. 
The sentim ent of the meeting was 
also strongly expressed as opposed to 
a m easure th at aim s to prevent Bein 
Ing along th e shores 
of 
California 
Such a law would knock the spots out 
of the fishing industry of this county, 
It was asserted -by Victor W alker th at 
the law would m ake it impossible for 
commercial fishermen to get bait, and 
would drive those who engage in fish­ 
ing to the use of the pernicious purse 
net, also called the ilorapano net. 
T he meeting w as held a t HIU & 
W alker’s sporting goods store. Victor 
W alker was elected chairm an of the 
gathering. Among those present were 
County Game W arden W. E. Adkin- 
son and Forest Ranger J. B. Stephen­ 
son. 
Dove Plentiful 
It had been reported through Sac­ 
ram ento dispatches th at th e Fish and 
Game Commission 'had introduced a 
arge number of fish and game bills, 
and th a t among them w as a law re­ 
districting th e state into 
four 
dis­ 
tricts instead of six. 
Ti\is county 
would be in No. 4. 
For th a t district 
it is proposed th at the dove open sea­ 
son be Septem ber and October, and 
quail November and December. 
“There is no 
question 
but 
that 
quail are being annihilated 
in 
this 
county.” said A tkinson. 
“For 
our 
county it would -be best to have the 
shooting seasons all open and close 
a t th e same time, b u t th at is a condi­ 
tion th a t we cannot hope to get. The 
Ixia Angeles sportsm en w ant as long 
a hunting season 
as 
possible, 
and 
probably that is the reason why they 
want to string the dove 
aud 
quail 
hunting out over four months, giving 
two m onths to each one. 
"A b a m atter of fact,” continued he, 
quail hunting should come earlier 
than we have been having it, and dove 
season Should come later. 
December 
would have been 
a 
splendid dove 
month. 
Septem ber is too early, 'be­ 
cause the birds are still nesting dur­ 
ing that month. 
Protect Mating 
The killing of the birds is not the 
only thing to be looked at, so far as 
quail are concerned. Quail m ust have 
quiet, else they 
w ill 
not 
multiply. 
They begin m ating along in Febru­ 
ary, b u t they will not m ate then un­ 
less they have had a season 
of 
at 
least two m onths’ quiet. 
I tell you 
th a t shooting quail during December 
would mean th at there would be far 
less pairing off of quail in th e spring. 
So far as the destruction of quail 
Is concerned, one need only ask. ‘How 
m any hunters got th e lim it during the 
last season?’ 
Quail a re getting 
so 
scarce that it is alm ost impossible for 
a m an to get a lim it bag.” 
Forest Ranger Stephenson said that 
Adkinson was dead tight on his ob­ 
servations concerning quail. 
It was 
Stephenson’s opinion that quail should 
not be hunted later than Thanksgiv­ 
ing. for any disturbance of the flocks 
after that time would be disastrous to 
the spring mating. 
After the open 
season raids there must be a season 
of absolute quiet to give the birds a 
chance to forget their fright. 
Adkinson said that it is a mistaken 
Idea that dove should be hunted early 
in the fall. 
To his mind, (November 
and December are 
the 
'best 
dove 
months of the year, for then tho birds 
are uniformly large and fat. 
The Purse Net 
Walker gave a graphic description 
of the havoc worked by the purse n et 
He said it is used by San Pedro fish 
am en all along the 
coast 
of this 
county, md they absolutely clean out 
schools of fish. 
The proposal to do 
away arith seining was reported to 
bija ga having co&e from 'the Biod 


and Reel Club of Los Angeles, who 
had in m ind sport for themselves and 
gave no thought to the fellows who 
make a living by fishing along the Or­ 
ange 
county 
coast. 
The 
Newport 
Beach fisherm en use a seine to get 
sm elt fo r bait. 
If given even a three- 
m onths’ open season for seining, the 
fisherm en would be able to get along, 
but to do aw ay with seining would be 
disastrous. 
Bushel of Bills 
It w as stated th a t as usual there 
are dozens of fish and game bills go- j 
ing into th e legislature. 
Every ses­ 
sion of the legislature finds the Fish i 
and Game Commission with a raft of 
new provisions th at it wants to get 
through, and w hile its bills nearly al­ 
ways do get through for some reason, 
it is never satisfied with the laws. 
The co n stan t Changing of laws is a 
wholesale nuisance to tho men who 
hunt and fish. Many or the local men 
interested in such m atters can see no 
reason why th e game experts do not 
get th e law s on a proper basiB and 
keep them there. 
It was stated last 
night th a t lhck of reliable information 
may be one 
reason 
why 
constant 
changes are being proposed. 
It w as decided last dight to hold 
another m eeting some tim e in Feb­ 
ruary. 
W. A. Adkinson, the county 
game w arden; Victor W alker of Hill 
ft W alker, and T. E. Stephenson, city 
editor of the Register, were appointed 
as a com m ittee to Inspect all of the 
bills subm itted, and to m ake a report. 
The proposed laws can then be gone 
over, and th e ideas of th e hunters and 
anglers of the county expressed to 
Senator Anderson and Assemblyman 
Burke.

Swing the club straight 
back of the ball, not up too quick­ 
ly, w ith the head of the club as 
in all shots, ahead of the hands. 
Many players swing the club too 
far back, with the result th at the 
shot is played loosely. 


One of the essentials of a good 
iron stroke is to hit the hail and 
the ground at the same time w ith­ 
out much of a follow through. But 
be careful not to get the ground 
between tile club and the ball or 
the Hliot will be spoiled. 
Getting out of long grass m ost 
golfers make the m istake of us­ 
ing the same swing as they would 
when the ball is lying clean on 
the fairway. In doing so the grass 
gets between the club and the ball 
with tao result th at there is noth­ 
ing in the shot. 
The only time chopping is realty 
perm issable in golf is under such 
conditions or in a very cuppy lie. 
Of course, strength is necessary 
to send the ball out, but not so 
much as one

think.

lifting the club up so that it is

standing 
well in front of the ball and chop­ 
ping down on it, aiming to hit
